I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  i'mnual  Report  on  the 
health  and  social  conditions  of  your  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1968. 


Considering  the  Division  as  a whole,  it  can  be  truly  said  that  the 
year  1968  was  characterised  by  quite  considerable  changes  in  the  field 
of  Public  Health.  Perhaps  the  easiest  for  me  to  indicate  the  main 
changes  which  occurred  would  be  to  tabulate  them  in  chronological  order, 
and  reserve  comment  for  the  appropriate  sections  of  either  the  District 
or  Divisional  reports.

In  the  case  of  Cudworth  Urban  District,  this  year  showed  once  again 
a small  but  significant  rise  in  population  despite  the  fact  that  the 
adjusted  birth  rate  showed  a slight  fall  but  remained  in  exQess  of  the 
comparable  England  and  Wales  figure,  I am  very  pleased  to  report  that 
the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1968  are  excellent  for  an  industrialised 
area.  There  were  no  stillbirths  during  the  year  and  the  infant  mortality 
and  peri-natal  mortality  rates  were  very  much  lower  than  last  year.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  for  your  District  remained  the  sane  as  last  year,  once 
again  the  principal  causes  of  death  were  heart  and  circulatory  disease, 
cancer  and  respiratory  disease.

This  was  due  to  the  occurrence  of  Measles,  nainly  in 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  before  the  live  measles  vaccine  had  been 
released  to  Local  Authorities.  Once  again,  it  is  pleasing  to  record 
no  notification  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year,

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  a decrease  of  2 over  the 
previous  year.  The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a comparability  factor 
which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  age  in  the  district 
with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  xvhich  is 
comparable  with  adjusted  birth  rates  in  other  districts  and  with  the  birth 
rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district 
last  year  was  19.0  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared  with  19.3  per 
1,000  estimated  population  in  1967  and  with  16.9  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  England  and  Wales, 

Stillbirths 

No  stillbirths  were  notified  during  the  year,  2 less  than  1967.  The 
stillbirth  rate  was,  therefore,  numerically  Nil,  compared  with  10.4  per  1,000 
total  births  in  1967  and  v;ith  a rate  of  14.3  for  England  and  V/ales. 
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Deaths. 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by  the 
comparability  factor,  was  15.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared 
with  15.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  1967,  and  with  11,9  per  1,000 
estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales,  There  were  101  deaths  among 
the  inhabitants  of  your  district  during  the  year  as  against  100  in  the 
previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical 
importance  were,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases,  cancer  and  repiratory 
diseases.  Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes  and  ages  at 
death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section  on  vital  statistics. 

Infant  Hortality. 

There  were  3 infant  dealiis  in  your  district  last  year  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared  with  26.3  per  1,000 
Jive  births  in  the  previous  year.  The  table  of  infant  mortality  shoves  the 
ages  and  causes  of  death  of  these  infants. 

There  was  no  illegitimate  infant  death. 

Peri-natal  Mortality, , 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  dependent  upon  the  number  of 
still-births  plus  the  number  of  infant  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  week 
of  life.  This  figure  fell  to  5.3  in  1968,  compared  with  31.2  in  1967 
and  with  24.7  for  the  administrative  County, 

Maternal  Mortality. 

I am  pleased  to  report  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  during  the  year.

Ante-natal  Clinics  ^^rerG  held  in  the  premises  on  Friday  Mornings, 

Laboratory  Service. 


The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Wakefield.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological 
and  pathological  examinations,  amd  a complete  investigation  is  undertaken 
and  a report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical  analysis 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council,

Mr.  Chairnan  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you,  for  your  consideration,  ny  /uinual  Report  for  the  year 
1968  on  the  environmental  health  of  Cudworth  and  the  work  carried  out  in  ny 
Department  during  the  year. 

Housing? 

There  were  no  new  Council  houses  built  during  1968.  The  scheme  to  build 
a further  Aged  Persons'  Warden  Centre  was,  after  much  deliberation,  abandoned 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  sites  which  were  considered  were  adversely  affected 
by  mining  subsidence. 

For  the  future  an  allocation  of  40  units  for  1969  has  been  allowed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Housing,  and  I personally  feel  that  these  should  be  of  the  two  bed- 
room bungalow  type  in  order  to  cater  for  the  middle  aged  couples,  which  night 
also  in  turn  release  family  size  houses  for  re-letting. 

Private  Houses 

No  houses  were  built  for  private  occupation  diiring  the  year. 

Sl\m  Clearance 

Three  houses  in  Barnsley  Road  and  one  in  Bow  Street  were  closed  as  a result 
of  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  1957. 

A start  has  also  been  made  in  Somerset  Street  where  there  are  31  houses  in 
all,  but  at  the  present  rate  of  availability  of  council  houses  it  will  be  a long 
time  before  the  whole  of  the  street  can  be  dealt  with. 

Of  4 houses,  2-8  Guest  Yard,  one  is  permanently  closed,  and  an  undertak- 
ing has  been  given  by  the  Owner  to  close  the  remaining  three  as  and  when  they 
are  vacated  by  the  elderly  tenants  who  prefer  not  to  be  rehoused  by  the  Council. 

No.  75  Bow  Street  is  the  subject  of  a Closing  Order  and  the  tenant  will  be 
rehoused  in  VJesthaven  as  soon  as  a flat  becomes  available. 

Housing  Repairs,  (private  Houses) 

This  is  one  of  the  jobs  in  this  Department  which  varies  greatly  depending 
upon  the  time  of  year.  Springtime  invariably  brings  in  the  complaints  when 
people  are  turning  their  hands  to  decorating.  Plastering,  sash  cords  etc. 
being  the  main  items  requiring  attention. 

Working  relations  with  the  various  Owners  and  Agents  of  property  are  very 
good,  and  repairs  can  usually  be  obtained  without  formal  action  being  necessary.

Subsidence  Damage 


This  is  a najor  cause  of  concern  both  in  private  and  council  houses,  a 
great  deal  of  damage  has  been  done  in  most  parts  of  Cudx^orth,  three  houses  in 
Jackson  Street  having  to  be  almost  completely  re-built. 

To  give  credit  where  it  is  due,  the  National  Coal  Board  Estates  Department, 
are  very  keen  to  help  persons  in  affected  houses  and  do  everything  within  their 
power  to  alleviate  inconvenience  and  expense.

Inurovenent  Grants 

Inprovement  of  sub-standard  houses  by  Owner/Occupiers  and  in  sone 
cases  by  Owners  for  the  benefit  of  their  tenants,  has  continued  throughout 
the  year.  In  the  nain,  inprovenents  are  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  a 
Council  grant,  these,  as  nenbers  are  no  doubt  aware,  fall  into  two  categories, 
(a)  Discretionary,  for  which  it  is  necessary  to  oonforn  to  a twelve  point 
standard  with  a £400  aaxinxm,  and  is  given  because  the  Council  so  desire,  and 
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(b)  Standard,  which  it  is  obligatory  upon  a Council  to  give  up  to  a 
naxinun  of  £155. 

In  all  cases,  when  applications  are  received,  the  applicant  is  advised 
of  the  various  conditions  obtained  following  receipt  of  a grant,  and  also 
persuaded,  where  possible,  that  it  is  to  their  advantage  to  take  a 
Discretionary  Grant  which  will  ultinately  give  then  a unit  of  housing  with 
a higher  standard  of  amenities  and  possibly  a longer  life. 

All  works  of  inprovenent  which  are  carried  out  are  subjected  to  periodic 
inspection  by  ne  as  they  proceed,  and  must  be  in  accordance  with  the  relevant 
legislation  before  being  approved. 

As  the  year  closed  new  legislation  in  the  form  of  a White  Paper  had  been 
proposed  dealing  with  house  inprovenents,  if  approved  by  Parlianent  it  will 
raise  the  naxinun  grants  to  £200  for  Standard  and  £1,000  for  Discretionary.

Cleanliness  in  food  shops  is  one  iteu  where  the  'wonan'  in  the  street 
can  be  of  great  help  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  who  has  the  responsibility 
of  endeavouring  to  keep  shop  owners  fully  conscious  of  the  fact  that  hygiene, 
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and  the  manner  in  which  open  food  is  displayed,  i.e.  cream  cakes,  cooked 
meat  etc.,  is  very  important  and  an  essential  part  of  carrying  on  a food 
business,  she  can,  whenever  necessary,  draw  attention  to  the  fact  and,  if 
need  be,  refuse  to  accept  food  which  is  improperly  wrapped  etc.

Mobile  Shoos 

These  come  under  the  control  of  the  ¥est  Riding  (General  Powers)  Act 
1951  which  requires  Hawkers  of  Pood  to  register  with  the  Local  Authoirity, 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  enforce  this  legislation,  due  to  the  fact 
that  some  Hawkers  only  come  into  the  district  in  the  evening,  consequently 
some  mobile  shops  are  not  up  to  the  required  standard,  and  in  some  cases, 
due  to  the  vast  number  of  different  items  sold,  do  cause  some  concern. 

A requirement  of  the  Hygiene  Regulations  is  that  all  mobile  shops  must 
carry  hot  and  cold  washing  water,  towel,  soap  and  nail  brush,  it  has  been 
found  on  inspection  that  if  carried  at  all,  wash  basins  are  used  for  many 
purposes  from  holding  potatoes  to  bread  but  not  water. 

Again  the  customer  could  do  a great  deal  of  good  by  refusing  to  patronise 
dubious  traders. 

School  Canteens 

Following  a request  for  an  inspection  to  be  made  of  meat  delivered  to 
two  schools  within  the  district,  I found  it  necessary  to  condemn  a quantity 
of  Pork  and  Frozen  Mutton  which  was  very  obviously  decomposed.  It  was  sub- 
sequently decided  by  the  Council  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  accordance 
with  Section  2 of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  1955. 

The  Coiu*t  hearing  vms  held  in  March,  1969  when  the  defendants  were 
fined  £20  with  £10.  10s.  Od.  costs. 

A vast  improvement  in  the  quality  of  meat  supplied  to  schools  in  the 
district  has  been  noticed,  since  the  initial  inspection. 
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Water  Su-pplv 


All  water  supplied  to  Cudworth  is  provided  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation 
V/ater  Department.  The  water  provided  is  of  a good  standard  and  fairly  soft 

There  is  no  insufficiency  of  supply  at  the  mains  generally,  but 
pressure  to  individual  houses  tends  to  be  low  in  some  instances,  this  being 
due  to  shared  services.  To  help  remedy  cases  of  this  nature,  where 
Improvement  Grants  are  given  a new  service  pipe  is  insisted  upon. 

All  2,929  dwellings,  housing  9»200  persons,  are  connected  to  the  mains 
supply. 

The  natural  Fluoride  content  is  in  the  region  of  0.1  p.p.m. 

Public  Baths 

These  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Park  Superintendent,  Mr.  Ansel 
and,  as  always,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is  excellent. 

Bacteriological  samples  taken  during  the  year  proved  negative. 
Petroleum  Installations 

Nine  premises  are  licensed  to  sell  petroleum  spirit. 

Annual  inspections,  prior  to  re-licensing,  are  carried  out  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  Fire  Department,  any  contraventions  noted  by  the 
Fire  Prevention  Officer  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Licensee. 

Rodent  and  Insect  Control 

This  work  continues  to  be  necessary,  and  all  agricultural  and  Horti- 
cultural holdings  have  received  routine  inspections  and  treatment  where 
required.

Further  progress,  albeit  slow,  had  been  made  towards  the  creation  of  a 
Smoke  Control  Order  by  the  end  of  1968,  All  facts  and  figures  had  been 
collated  and  estimates  of  probable  expend! tixre  were  being  prepared. 

It  would  appear  now  that  I was  perhaps  being  somewhat  optimistic  stating 
in  my  annual  report  for  1967  that  the  area  might  be  operative  by  the  end  of 
1969 » ^t  I can  say  that  it  will  be  operative  by  early  1970  with  complete 
confidence, 

A great  deal  of  work  has  still  to  be  done,  and  no  doubt  criticism  will 
abound,  but  I feel  the  end  will  justify  the  means.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

98^  of  the  houses  within  the  district  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 
2^0  discharge  either  to  a cesspool  or  septic  tank. 


All  cesspools  are  given  a quarterly  emptying  service,  additional  services 
being  charged  at  the  appropriate  amount. 

During  the  year  discussions  had  taken  place  between  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Consultant  Engineers  and  the  Ministry  on  the  subject 
of  enlarging  the  present  sewage  works  and  sewerage  system  because  of  over- 
loading. The  discussions  appeared  to  be  making  progress. 


PUBLIC  CLEi\NSING  24 

Refuse  Collection 


This  is  carried  out  with  a team  of  one  driver  and  six  loaders,  who  are 
responsible  for  removing  refuse  from  2,929  properties  with  a total  of 
approximately  3»250  bins,  plus  salvage  from  150  shops.  The  service  functions 


extremely  well  with  full  credit  being  given  to  the  men  concerned,  a day 
collection  being  maintained  at  all  times  other  than  at  Bank  Holidays. 

Collection  is  by  means  of  a 55  cubic  yard  S.  & D.  Pakamatic  with  auto- 
matic loading  buckets  at  the  rear.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  automatic  load- 
ing is  much  easier  for  the  men,  but,  I feel  that  this  will  prove  to  be  more 
expensive  to  the  Council  by  way  of  maintenance  to  the  mechanism.  In  addition 
the  old  fore  and  aft  S.  & D.  is  still  having  to  be  used  to  collect  bulky 
items  since  it  is  not  possible  to  remove  then  in  the  new  vehicle. 

It  appears  to  me  therefore,  that  the  fears  which  I expressed  on  my 
commencing  work  with  yoiir  Authority,  have  been  fully  justified,  in  that  a 
vehicle  such  as  this  should  not  have  been  purchased  by  a Council  of  this  size. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Disposal  of  crude  refuse  takes  place  at  the  Weetshaw  Lane  Tip.  The 
method  employed  being  fully  controlled  tipping.  A Bray  540  Excavator  is 
used  for  levelling  and  covering  the  refuse  after  it  has  been  discharged  from 
the  collection  vehicle. 

During  the  year  attempts  have  been  made  to  obtain  further  sites  which 
could  be  set  aside  for  future  use  as  tips,  but  at  the  close  of  the  year 
nothing  had  come  to  fruition. 

Salvage 

Waste  paper  was  salvaged  from  the  refuse  as 
and  the  following  figures  are  relevant  for  1968. 

Weight

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of  the  County 
districts  in  the  Division*  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  suthoi'ity  in. 
assessi^^g  how  each  stand  in  relation  to  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the 
County  and  National  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’ s -estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at 
mid  1968  was  80,190,  compared  with  79 >750  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural 
increase  in  population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  555  ii^ 
1968,  compared  with  628  in  the  previous  year. 

Births  . 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  in  1963  was  1,422, 
compared  with  1,475  196?.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of 

17.7  per  1,000,  compared  with  18. 5 per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  was  85  in  I968.  This  represents  5»85^  of  fhe 
total  births,  compared  with  4*9^  ir  1967 > and  5«5/'“  iii  1966. 

Stillbirths 

There  v/ere  22  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  v;ith  24  during  I967 
This  gives  a stillbirth  .rate  of  15t2,  compared  vdth  I6.O  in  1967  and  with 
14.3  for  England  and  Woles. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction 
of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  86 7 > v/hich  was  20  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10.8,  as 
compared  with  10.6  in  I967. 

Maternal  Mortality 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  was  no  death  from  this  cause  during  the 
year.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  Nil,  compared  with 
0.09  for  the  administrative  County  and  with  0.24  for  England  and  Wales,

Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-na t al.  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  17  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  which  12 
occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares  with  28  and  22  respectively 
in  the  previous  year.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for 
the  division  of  12,0,  compared  with  19,0  for  the  previous  year  and  with  18,3 
for  England  and  Waxes, 

I would  like  to  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  11  infant 
deaths  occurring  within  the  first  week  of  life  7 of  them  were  so  premature  as 
to  be  below  the  age  of  viability.  This  means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they 
would  not  even  have  been  regarded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages 
and  as  such  would  never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  Prematurity 
was  associated  vd.th  no  less  than  9 deaths  in  the  early  neo-natal  period, 
demonstrating  the  importance  of  this  factor  as  a contributory  cause  of  death  in 
early  infancy.  Of  the  17  babies  who  died  under  one  year  of  age  12  were  bom  in 
hospital  and  5 st  home,  ^ 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  22.9,  compared  with  25.0 
for  the  administrative  County.  The  Registrar  General  has  provided  a peri-natal 
rate  for  England  and  Waxes,  which  this  year  represents  24.7.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  a pcri-natal  death  rate  for  the  year  which  is  less  than  the  comparable 
value  for  the  administrative  County  and  for  England  and  V\fales. 

The  illegitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births  = Nil 
for  the  Division. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

Some  574  persons  mder  16  years  of  age  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
during  the  year,  including  23  re-vaccinations,  v/hich  represents  a decrease  of  10 
compared  with  1967*  Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  parents  to  have  their 
children  vaccinated  against  smallpox  during  the  second  year  of  life.  This  is 
the  optimum  time  to  perform  primary  vaccination  and  reactions  tend  to  be  minimal. 

Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  V/hooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 

Pre-school  children  On  xs't  January,  1968,  the  V/est  Riding  County  Council 
introduced  a computer  scheme  of  immunisation  into  the  Division  follovdng 
successful  pilot  schemes  in  the  High  Green  and  Keighley  Divisions.  The  effect 

of  the  scheme  has  been  to  centralise  records  of  immunisation  procedures  from 
the  whole  County  area  and,  therefore,  records  of  immunisation  performed 
in  the  Division  are  nov;  recorded  on  magnetic  tape  at  7/akefield,  Local  records 
1 no  longer  available  and  it  is  now  impossible  to  present  local  district 
'•istics  as  was  usual  in  the  past.  The  scheme  has  on  the  v;hole  worked 
quite  smoothly  and-  immunisation  against  these  diseases  has  been  maintained  at 
a satisfactory  level.  Evidence  shows  that  the  introduction  of  computer 


scheme  of  this  nature  is  likely  to  increase  the  overall  immunisation  rate  for 
a district  by  approximately  ten  per  cent.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact 
that  appointments  for  immunisation  are  made  automatically  at  the  appropriate 
time  to  every  child  in  the  area  where  consent  for  immunisation  has  been  given 
by  the  parent  of  the  child.  Parents  are  also  allowed  the  choice  of  local 
clinic  or  family  dootor. 

Measles  Immunisation 

In  May  of  1968  live  Measles  vacoine  for  the  protection  of  susceptible 
children  became  available  and  a scheme  for  the  protection  of  these  children  was 
inaugurated.  Susceptible  school  children  and  children  from  four  to  five  years 
of  age  were  dealt  with  initially  and  later  on  in  the  year  iimmmisation  was 
offered  to  yoimger  susceptible  children  and  babies  from  foiartecn  months  on'wards.

Tetanus  Immunisation 

Schoolchildren  - Immunisation  against  Tetanus  continued  during  I968, 
Rather  fewer  children  were  immunised  with  primary  doses  but  considerably  more 
booster  doses  of  tetanus  vaocine  were  given  in  I968  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  the  administration  of  active  tetanus 
immunisation  in  the  school  child.  More  children  are  now  becoming  of  school  age 
7/ho  were  immunised  against  Tetanus  in  infancy.

Poliomyelitis 

During  the  year  1,462  children  were  vaccinated  with  three  doses  of  oral 
vaccine,  I50  more  than  were  vaccinated  during  1967.  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  undoubtedly  due 
to  the  success  of  the  immunisation  scheme  which  continued  during  the  year.  This 
makes  a grand  total  of  339152  persons  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the 
soheme,  and  of  these  12,390  have  received  a fourth  dose. 
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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  number  of  children  examined  a.t  routine  medical  inspection  increased  by 
about  one  third  during  the  year  to  a total  of  2,836.  The  method  of  "selective” 
medical  inspection  continued  in  the  case  of  children  attending  junior  schools  in 
the  Division  and  later  on  the  scheme  was  introduced  into  the  senior  schools  in 
place  of  the  customary  leaver's  inspection.  This  scheme  is  intended  to  replace 
the  old  system  of  routine  inspection  whereby  every  child  v/as  submitted  for 
medical  inspection  by  the  school  doctor.  Essentially,  the  children  are  selected 
for  examination  by  questionnaire  and  teacher  referral.  At  present  the  scheme  is 
working  well  and  helps  to  save  doctors'  time  and  allov/s  a more  detailed  study  of 
the  children  who  are  selected  for  examination.  Shortage  of  medical  staff 
continued  throughout  the  year  and  added  to  the  difficulties  of  providing  a 
complete  school  health  service  capable  of  dealing  with  educational  and  health 
problems  presented  to  it.  Despite  repeated  efforts  to  try  and  recruit 
experienced  doctors  into  the  service  no  appointment  of  Senior  Departmental 
Medical  Officer  could  be  made  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  seems  gloomy.  Much 
of  the  routine  work  was  entriaoted  to  sessionally  employed  medical  practitioners.

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

There  v/as  a decrease  in  the  number  of  women  attending  West  Riding  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics  and  yet  the  number  of  attendances  remained  almost  constant.  The 
trend  towards  general  practitioners  running  their  ov/n  antc-natai  clinics,  either 
in  their  own  premises  or  at  West  Riding  Clinics  continued  and  this  acco^^nts  for 
the  decline  in  the  official  West  Riding  Clinics,  because  such  attendances  are 
not  reflected  in  our  rtatistics. 

Attendances  at  relaxation  and  mothercraft  ulassos  continued  to  increase 
during  the  year.  This  educational  aspect  of  the  work  of  the  domiciliary 
midwife  is  becoming  increasingly  imwrtant. 

Infant  V/elfaro  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Division  shov--  . decrease. 
During  I968,  40,313  attendances  v/ere  made  showing  a decrease  of  approximately 
5,4f^  over  the  previous  year.  The  attendances,  however,  clearly  indicate  that 
good  use  is  being  made  of  the  clinic  facilities  available  in  the  area.

Health  Visiting  and  Home  Hursing  Attachment  Scheme 

On  the  1st  September,  19^8,  a scheme  of  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  and 
Home  Nurses  to  general  practitioners  was  introduced  along  the  lines  comparable  to 
schemes  in  other  areas.  In  principle  the  scheme  allows  the  attached  nurse  to 
vTork  with  a general  practitioner  as  a "team”  in  a practice  area.  ratb~  aan  a 
geographical  area  as  in  the  past.  The  scheme  has  been  well  accepter  by  the 
general  practitioners  but  it  is  a little  early  yet  to  comment  on  the  success  or 
otherwise  of  the  scheme# 


Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,597  babies  were  tested,  for.  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub-normality  developing  in  a baby  who  has  a positive  reaction, 
Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  bom  in  the  Division  to  discover 
cases  of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early 
the  treatment  is  of  much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As 
a result  of  this  screening  technique  no  less  thanQO  cases  were  referred  to  the 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation?  thereby  qualifying  for  early 
treatment  of  the  condition.

Routine  Hearing  Tests  in 


A computer  scheme  was  introduced  into  the  Diviaion  in  TJIarch,  1968,  to  enable 
the  Health  Visiting  staff  to  perform  simple  routine  hearing  tests  on  all  young 
babies  between  the  ages  of  six  and  nine  months.  The  purpose  of  the  scheme  is  to 
detect  serious  loss  of  hearing  as  soon  as  possible,  preferably  before  speech  has 
been  acquired.  Appointments  are  made  automatically  by  the  computer  and  the 
information  provided  by  the  tests  is  recorded  centrally. 

Cervical  Cytology 

In  February-’  of  I968  it  was  decided  to  extend  the  work  of  the  Cervical 
Cytology  Clinic  held  at  6 Victoria  Road,  V/omen  attending  the  clinic  now  have  a 
more  complete  medical  examination  which  includes  a cervical  smear,  examination 
of  the  breasts,  heart,  blood  pressure,  urine  and  chest.  The  patient's  general 
practitioner  is  informed  in  any  case  where  an  abnormality  is  discovered. 

Sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  inomings  by  appointment. 
During  the  year  8O5  women  attended,  compared  with  65I  women  in  1967»  rand  two 
early  cases  of  cancer  of  the  uterine  coi’vix  were  detected. 


Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Horae 
Nursing  Service  during  the  year,  48»156  visits  wero  made,  compared  with  46,180 
in  the  previous  year.  Attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  general  practitioners  means

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Geriatric  Services 


Excellent  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Consultant  Geriatrician  in  the 
form  of  weekly  meetings  at  the  Mount  Vernon  Hospital  attended  hy  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  , Divisional  Nursing  Officer  and  a memher  of  the 
Staff  of  the  West  Riding  Welfare  Department,  together  with  the  Consultant 
Geriatrician,  Dr.  P,  K,  Ramaswami,  and  the  hospital  social  worker. 

Discussions  took  place  Doth  with  regard  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of 
geriatric  patients  with  mutual  benefit , 

Health  Education 

Health  education  in  the  Division  has  carried  on  quite  smoothly  throu£;ho^i 
the  year.  Subjects  have  been  varied  and  health  education  takes  place  in 
clinics,  schools  a^d  in  the  homes.  All  members  of  the  medical  and  nursing 
staff  contribute  in  som^e  way  or  another.  Where  a formal  programme  is  follov/ed 
as  in  schools  and  relaxation  classes,  group  discussions  are  playing  a larger 
part.  These  appear  to  produce  a livelier  and  long-lasting  interest  of  the 
subject,  by  the  participants. 

In  some  ways,  health  education  can  count  its  successes,  e.g, , the  rise  in 
the  number  of  women  seeking  the  services  of  the  cervical  cytology  clinic.  It 
can  also  count  its  failures  in  the  fact  that  43  children  from  this  Division, 
in  the  age  range  0-5  years,  were  admitted  into  Barnsley  Hospitals  suffering 
from  accidental  poisoning.  Many  more  were  treated  in  the  Casualty  Departments, 
The  treatment,  in  most  cases,  is  usually  a stomach  vrash-out  - a shattering 
experience  to  a child.  The  two  years  and  three  years  group  are  a-  '’eatest 
risk  when  as  most  parents  will  admit  - they  "are  into  eveiythir. , . Aspirin 
and  other  tablets  still  provide  the  biggest  source  of  danger  with  bleach, 
turpentine  and  liniments  coming  next.  All  children  have  to  undergo  unpleasant 
experiences,  but  poisoning  should  not  be  one  of  them.

I feel  that  it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage  patients  to  make  every 
effort  to  visit  the  Chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surgery  rather  than  rely  on 
domiciliary  treatment,  not  only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much  more  expensive  to 
provide  but  it  is  felt  that  the  old  people  would  generally  benefit  by  the  social 
contacts  made  whilst  attending  the  Clinic, 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The  nujrib) 
of  households  assisted  during  the  year  increased  to  over  1,000,  while  the  nijmber 
of  hours  expended  fell  by  just  over  12^,  An  increased  demand  for  the  service  ia 
inevitable  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of  elderly  infirm  in  the 
general  population  increases  slightly  year  by  year.  Increasing  family  mobility 
can  result  in  the  elderly  having  no  relatives  who  live  nearby  to  help  them  and  - 
indeed,  in  some  cases,  relatives  who  do  live  in  close  proximity  ore  unwilling  tc 
help  their  elderly  parents.  These  latter  cases  are  always  the  more  distressing 
and  produce  an  increasing  demand  on  the  service.  Working  in  he  industries  ar 
in  particular  mining,  seems  to  produce  ea^ly  invalidation  and  infirmity  in  the 
retired  male  age  group,  this  in  turn  can  produce  a demand  for  the  service. 
Recently  there  has  been  a welcome  tendency  to  rehabilitation  end  eoTrly  disc-Korgf 
in  the  case  of  geriatric  patients. 

Cases  of  this  nature  on  discharge  often  require 


substantial  assistance  in  the  fonii  of  domestic  help.  These  factors  should 
emphasise  the  importance  of  this  service  in  this  area  and  it  is  inevitable  that 
the  increasing  demand  for  the  service  will  continue.
